This  index  is  divided  into  two  general 
categories:  (1)  Interim  guidelines  and 
proposed  regulations:  and  (2)  advisory 
opinion  requests  and  advisory  opinions. 
A  brief  explanation  of  each  category 
follows: 

(1)  Interim  guidelines  and  proposed 
regvlations.  Under  the  Federal  Election 
Campaign  Act  of  1971,  as  amended, 
(FECA,  as  amended)  the  Cmnmission 
has  power  to  prescribe  suitable  rules  and 
regulations  to  carry  out  certain  provi¬ 
sions  and  to  formulate  general  policy 
for  the  administration  of  the  Act.  The 
FECA,  as  amended,  prescribes  that  any 
rule  or  regulation  which  is  proposed  by 
the  Commission  must  be  sulmiitted  to  the 
Congress  for  review  (see  2  UR.C.  i  438 

(c)).  If  the  proposed  regulation  is  not 
disapproved  Congress  within  30  legis¬ 
lative  days,  it  assumes  the  full  force  and 
effect  of  law  as  promidgated  I:qr  the 
Commission. 

Pending  the  completion  of  regulations 
to  implonent  the  Act.  the  Commission 
adopted  an  interim  guideline  procedure 
whereby  a  notice  of  gmeral  apolicability 
is  provided  for  certain  matters  which 
need  immediate  clarlllcatian.  These  in¬ 
terim  guidelines  serve  as  a  basis  upon 
which  persons  affected  by  the  law  can 
rely  in  making  decisions  during  the  pe¬ 
riod  in  which  formal  regulations  are 
being  developed. 

This  index  lists  the  interim  gvidelines 
and  the  proposed  regvlations  first,  in  the 
chronological  order  in  which  they  have 
been  published  in  the  Federal  Register. 
and  second,  in  alphabetical  order  by  sub¬ 
ject  matter. 

(2)  Advisory  opinion  requests  and  ad¬ 
visory  opinions.  Hie  FECA,  as  amended, 
provides  that  upon  the  request  of  (a) 
any  individual  holding  Federal  office, 
(b)  any  candidate  for  Federal  office,  (c) 


any  political  cmninlttee,  the  (Commission 
can  render  an  advisory  opinion  as  to 
whether  any  specific  transactiim  or  ac¬ 
tivity  by  that  individual  or  committee 
would  constitute  a  vkdatiixi  of  the  FECA, 
as  amended  (see  2  UB.C.  8  437f).  Any 
person  receiving  an  advisory  opinion  who 
acts  in  good  faiUi  in  accordance  with 
proviskms  and  findings  of  the  advisory 
opinion  will  be  presumed  to  be  in  com¬ 
pliance  with  the  Act.
